' New York. Aug. 21.— To battle In a 
strong tide for a mile trying to keep 
his wife from drowning, to see 30U 
men look on his struggle, and none to 
give aid beyond tossing life preserv- 
ers that fell far out of reach, and at 
last to have the rescuing tug part 
him from his precious burden, was the 
experience that made Thomas P. Pa- 
rent a widower and left him wild with 
rage against the ferry crew and the 
passengers, whom ho blames for his 
loss. 


"I would jump overboard to save a 


dog," he said, "but on that crowded 
ferryboat there was not a man bravo 
enough to swim to me with a life- 
preserver or a line, though all could 
see I bad barely strength enough to 
keep my wife afloat and could not 
swim against the tide to reach the one 
life preserver that they threw over- 
board." 


Boat Is Upset. 


He referred to tho ferryboat Albany 


of the West Shore railroad. At the of- 
fices It was said every effort was made 
to save Parent and his wife. 


Parent and his wife, with Michael 


Melton of Brooklyn and 
his son, 


Charles Melton, 17 years old, started 
from the foot of West 
Thirty-fifth 


street In a rowboat. They ,wcre bound 
to New Jersey for an outing. When 
off Thirty-first street the ferryboat ap- 
proached. The wash from this and an- 
other vessel upset the rowbeat. 


Tug Separates Couple. 


Parent grasped hi« wife and kopt 


afloat while the Meltons clung to the 
upturned boat. The ferryboat Albany 
bore down on the unfortunates. The 
crew threw a Ilfe-presorver. which foil 
short, and a line tossed did not reach. 
It would take too niuch time to take 
the lifeboat from the roof, the officers 
say. 
The whittle of the ferryboat 


drew the attention of a tug and the 
latter cut Us tow adrift and went to 
the rescue. In the heavy tide the bow 
of the boat struck between Parent and 
bis wife and before the crew could 
grasp the pair the wife's body sank. 
'The other three were rescued. 


Heroic Rescue by Tugs. 


While his wife and four of his clill 


•dren looked on August Volkers of 1065 
Myrtle avenue, Brooklyn, essayed to 
row on a Coney Island creek, accom- 
panied by his 2-year-old son. The boat 
capsized near a bulkhead. Two boys, 
each about 12 years old, who were

their lines and dived overboard ,to tho 
rescue.

ARE THROWN IN10CANAL 


Panic-Stricken Men Enact Wild Scene 


on Excursion Steamer at 


Indianapolis. 


Indianapolis, Ind., Aug. 2-1.—Amid 


scenes of panic, 
In 
which 
terror- 


stricken men lost their heads and 
sought to throw women and children 
overboard, the pleasure steamer In- 
diana went to the bottom of the In- 
dianapolis Wator company's canal at 
Falrvlew park. 


The park officials think nobody wns 


drowned, but .1. N. Ollplmnt of In- 
dianapolis and P. E. Hetts of Ander- 
son, Ind., who were passengers, say 
that they saw a woman with a baby 
sink to the bottom. They did not see 
them come to the surface again, and 
feel sure thoy were drowned. 


Fifty persons wore on board when 


the vessel sr.nk about three-quarters 
of a milo above Us starting point In 
the canal, which U about elRht miles 
long and runs from Indianapolis to 
Broad Klpplo park. 'The canal Is nar- 
row and from ten to fifteen feet deep 
In the middle. It Is not yet certain 
what sent the steamer to the bottom. 
Defective machinery, overloading on 
ono side, and leaks are blamed by dif- 
ferent persons. 


Skiffs on the canal aided In the 


work of rescue of fainting women and 
children. Mr. llotts, who says ho saw 
the woman and baby drown, saved 
his wife as she sank the third time. 
She weighs over I'm) pounds. 


Thirty people were thrown Into the 


water when tho boat sank. 
Several 


of tho male passengers did heroic 
work In getting tln.-m to shore. They 
were aided by the ship's crow.

It Is Hald that Miss Ullinan accept- 


ed $2,500 BH a cash compromise to 
leave the state and refuse to appear 
against her father. 


Takes Her Trunk. 


Miss Ullman loft here on Aug. 15 


and 
went to Oconomowoc, accom- 


panied by her father and her brother, 
Frank Ullman of Alexandria, Minn. 
She took with her a trunk and person- 
al belongings, and It Is supposed that 
she Is with her brother, who Is an at- 
torney In the Minnesota town. 


The crime for which Al Ullman vras 


held was committed Aug. 3, 1902. Ida 
Ullman was employed In an office at 
Rubicon. She was walking on a Sun- 
day morning from Woodland to her 
home, near Neosho. At a lonely spot 
In the road sho was fired upon by an 
ambushed assailant. The bullet struck 
her In the neck and entered under the 
base of her Hltull. 
She fell to the 


ground 
unconscious, and for seven 


hours lay unable to move, until discov- 
ered by a passing farmer boy, who 
poured water upon her face and re- 
vived her.

BIG DEVELOPMENT SINCE IRRIGA- 


TION WAS TALKED. 


MET THERE IN THE YEAR 1891 


Was Talk at That Time of Ceding 


Arid Lands—Radical Change 
. ot Sentiment SinceThen. 


The approaching 
session of the 


National Irrigation Congress which 
will be held at Ogdeu, Utah. In Sept- 
ember Is the second Utah congress 
the first one being held at Salt Lake, 
In 1891. 
The Intervening sessions 


have been held at Los Angles. Den- 
ver. Albuquerque, X. M., 
Phoenix. 


Lincoln. Keb., Cheyenne. Wyo., Mls- 
Boula. Mont.. Colorado Springs, Col., 
and Chicago. 
It Is. likely that the 


session of 1904 will 
occur 
at St. 


Louis during- the exposition. 


The first Irrigation congress 
was 


attended by many distinguished men 
from nearly all the western states 
and territories. 
The second, 
held 


at Los Angeles In 1893. was Interna- 
tional In character and Included sev- 
eral representatives' from 
.Russia, 


France, Great Britain, Canada, Mex- 
ico. Peru, and Australia. The subse- 
quent sessions varied consldeipbljy 
in Iterest an.i attendance, but 
all 


have contributed something to 
the 


growth of the movement. 


The last dozen years has wrought 


a great change In public sentiment, 
on the question. 


In 1891 the problem of the public 


domain was regarded as one pecul 
larly belonging to the people of tho 
•west. 
They had already assumed 


charge of the water supply, making 
]aws under which It was npproprta< 
ted for Irrigation and. in two 
ln> 
stances, providing elaborate systems 
of administration to 
distribute It 


among users. 
But the public lands 


•were still administered from Wash' 
ington. 
It was felt that this dual 


control of land and water was 
on 


omalous end that no 
harmonious 


and orderly scheme of development 
could be planned until both 
elem 


ents 
of 
production 
were 
placed 


under a single control. 


Furthermore. It 
was 
generally 


thought that the construction of ir- 
rigation works must be left wholly 
to private or. at least, to local en- 
terprise. 
Such was the feeling at 


the time of the first Irrigation con- 
gress and its conclusions were shap- 
ed n accordance with this view. 


State Cession of Public Lands. 
The convention unanimously adop- 


ted a resolution In favor of the ces 
slon of all public lands, except'those 
valuable for mineral, to the several 
states and territories In which they 
were located. 
Little opposition to 


this 
policy 
was 
anticipated. 
It 


was believed that the west would be 
glad to get the lands and the nation 
glad to get rid of them. 
But con 
trary to 
expectations, there 
was 


wide dissent from the 
proposition 


even In the west. 


It speedily appeared that tho peo- 


ple lacked confidence In their legis- 
latures and were unwilling to trust 
them with tho disposal 
of 
areas 


•which. In most cases, 
constituted 


the larger portion of the states. The 
vigorous 
expression of 
this sent! 


ment delayed the presentation of the 
plan of cession at Wasington. 
In 


the 
meantime 
things 
happened 


which no one had anticipated 
and 


the whole question took on a totally 
different aspect in consequence. 
Large Private Enterprises Not Sue- 


cettful.

er. often aiming1 at complete mono- 
ply of the supply,

Prospective settlers were Invariably 
afraid of It and would not locate on 
lands valueless without water which 
someone else owned.

they worn! not come fast enough to 
satsfy the demands for 
dividends. 


This was a serious setback for those 
who advocated private 
enterprise 
as a 
means of reclaiming desert 
lands. 


.Congress in 1894. passed tho Carey 


law tendering one million acres of 
agricultural land to each of the arid 
states. 
Most of them 
declined or 


neglected to accept 
the 
grant, 


whch 
was 
another disappointment 


to 
tho 
friends 
of local develop- 
ment. 


Then a new view of tho whole 


subject arose In the pubic mind. It 
soon found expression In the Irriga- 
tion congress and In reports of gov- 
ernment experts. 


The new Idea was that the whole 


problem of the public domain Is Jls- 
tlnctlynatlonal—that these lands are 
the heritage of the children of the 
United States, and that It In tho bus- 
iness of tho nation 
Itself 
to see 


that they ore reclaimed, that water 
rights are Inalienably attached 
to 


them, that they are religiously re- 
served for actual home-builders and 
that they are made available at cost 
to those who settle on them In good 
faith. 


A vigorous propaganda was raised 


throughout the length and 
breadth 


of the nation In support of this Idea. 
Many 
prominent 
men announced 


themselves In Its favor. 
Including 


Theodore Rooatvelt. then pnvcfrnor 
of New York. 


Roosevelt Lends Aid. 


Upon cession to the 
presidency 


Mr. Roosevelt Immediately lent his 
enormous Influence to secure 
the 


passage of a national Irrigation lay. 
He Imd the satisfaction of signing 
such a measure when he had been 
president only nine months. 
To- 


day the new policy Is In active oper- 
ation, though 
only 
in 
ts 
Initial 
singes. 


The Irrigation congress will 
as- 


semble In Utah this year under vast- 
ly different 
circumstances 
from 


those which 
surrounded It at 
Its 


first session. In 1891 
The 
policy 


which It put forward at that time 
would scarcely command a vote at 
present. 
-A complete revolution has 


occurred In public sentiment. 


The great task of building a civil- 


ization In the vacant valleys of tho 


west has been placed where It 
be- 


longs—squarely upon the shoulders 
of tho American people, who are des- 
tined to reap tho benefits of the un 
dertaklng for nil time to come.

back on electricity and took* up with 
gasoline. 
The motor as yet. Is applied to each 
car separately, and It Is announced 
that the expense of driving the car 
the whole length of the road is 20 
cents, or practically 1 cent 
a 
mile.
